THE DISPUTE ABOUT CANDLES. 

The most sensible and the only really impor- 


tant result arrived at by the Wisconsin Epis- | 


copal Convention was its adjournment sine die. 
If it had remained in session a day or two longer, 
it might have been necessary for the City of 
Milwaukee to interfere in order to preserve the 
public peace. The Convention was fast resolv- 
ing itself into s turbulent caucus, whose pas- 
sions had reached such a pitch that discussions 
of sacred topics degenerated into personal abuse 
and the interchange of unseemly epithets. The 
tactics adopted by the friends of rival candidates 
were the tactics of a political nominating con- 
vention. There were rings within rings and 
wheels within Wheels, and the Convention 
was apparently packed and repacked im the 
interests of the two principal candidates. 
It is fortunate that the Convention had enough 
reason left to adjourn sine die, before it broke 
up io disorder or wert into fragmenta. 

It is rather remarkable in this day of progress 
and liberal thought that the entering wedge 
which drought about this Babel was the candle 
question; and as between now and June the 
Episcopal Diocese of Wisconsin will probably 
wrangle over candles, and the dioceses of all the 
other States will join fu more or less, it may be 
interesting to inquire into the history of those 
useful but contentious articles. The first use of 
candles or candlesticks was by Moses, who con- 
trived an elaborate arrangement for the taber- 
nacle, with six branches and « centre-picce, 
having bowls like almonds ana Rope 
and flowers, besides tongs and suuff-dishes, all of 
pure gold, and manufactured by Bezaleel, the 
same which Zechariah afterwards saw in a vision, 
The significance of seven candlesticks is ex- 
plained in Revelation of John to mean the seven 
churches of Ephesus, Smyrna, Pergamos, Thya- 
tira, Sardis, Philadelphia, and Laodicea. In the 
New Testament, the candle is rarely mentioned 
in a ritualistic sense, the lamp having taken its 
place,—a notable instance of this being the ten 
foolish virgins with their untrimmed lamps, 
which is somewhat apropos to the condition of 
the Milwaakee Convention. There is nothing, 
however, in the Biblical significance of either 
lamp or candle which applies to the Wisconsin 
difficulty, the seven churches being as remote 
in time and place asa tallow-dip in Milwaukee 
is from the moon. 

Coming down to more modern times, we are 


still left in the dark as to the reason why Wis- 
consin Episcopalians should spend two or three 
days disputing over candles. In the primitive 


days of Christianity, when the Christians were a 
proscribed class and their meetings for worship 
were probibited, and, if discovered, subjected 
all participating to death, the Christians were 
accustomed to meet in the catacombs, vaults, 
Pita, caves, and other places where the use of 
artificial light was essential. Later, when the

of lighted candles during service as a commemo- 
ration of the trials of the early Christians. The 
Romans also were in the habit of burning 
candles on the 2d of February (now Candlemas 
Day) to the goddess Februa, and Pope 
Sergius turned it to Christian account by enjoin- 
ing a similar offering of candles to the Virgin, 
which were supposed to have the effect of fright- 


ening the devil away from the person who car- 


ried them, and from the houses in which they 
were placed. Candlemas Day is also the time 
when, according to the practice of the Roman 
Oatholic Church, the candles are blessed. The 
use of candles, or nowadays of gas supplied 
through long white candlesticks, is one of the 
most common features of Romsn Catholic wor- 
ship, and sometimes the most impressive, as in 
the Miserere services in the Sistine Chapel on 
Good Fridays, which Mendelasohn and Mozart 
have described so glowingly in their letters.

There 
is an allusion to candlesticks in the Scriptures 
whieb has some force in this connection, and 
which is just as applicable to the Church in Wis- 
conan as it was to the Church at Ephesus: 
“ Remember, therefore, from whence thoa art 
fallen, and repent, and do the first works; or 
else I will come unto thee quickly and will re-

ting soundly thrashed. Nothing but the pangs 
of bunger will drive them out of their tepees in 
the month of February. There must be some 
undivulged rascality at the bottom of the present 
outbreak. And here is a specimen, Gen. Smith 
telegraphs, Feb. 12, from Fort Laramie: “ Have 
just received information that arms and ammu- 
nition are en roule to the Agency for use by the 
hostile Sioux, furnished by the interior Depart- 
ment.” He adds: Have ordered Capt. Eagan 
out to intercept the train and bring the 
arms end ammunition to this post.” 
Is it, therefore, too much to charge that the 
Indian Ring and the Interior Department are 
responsible for the murders recently committed, 
and now sure to follow the uprising of the 
savages ? 

Why will not our “ happy-go-lucky” Congreas- 
men at once pass this whole Indian business 
Over to the War Department 7 That is the only 
way to suppress the Indian Ring, and to keep 
the peace on the frontier. If the control 
is left where it is, the Indians will 
murder, and burn, and destroy as 
long as they find it safe to do so. Then they 
will graciously make peace. The Interior De- 
partment will send on provisions, blankets, and all 
sorts of supplies, and, when these are consumed 
or stolen, the Department and the Indian Ring 
will again send on arms and ammunition for the 
next raid. In behalf of the men and women who 
are planting civilization upon our frontiers, we 
demand that this scandalous, murderous policy 
shall stop at once and forever. Hand over the 
whole Indian question to the War Department. 
That will stop the thieving and solve the whole 


problem, and nothing else will.

THE CONNECTICUT ELECTION. 

The Republicans in Connecticut have been 
holding a State Convention to nominate candi- 
dates for State offices, and have made their au- 
nual declaration of public policy. The platform 
of the party in Connecticut is somewhat differ- 
ent from the policy administered at Washington. 
Thus, the Connecticut Republicans declare that 
the Executive interference in Louisiana, by 
which the usurpation of Kellogg was made possi- 
ble, was wrong, and that the President should 
have done in that case what he did in Texas: 
refuse to interfere in behalf of the defeated 
candidates, and permit the people to be governed 
by officers of their own choosing. This doctrine, 
which is good Republicanism in Connecticut on 
the eve of an election, is denounced 
in Washington as akin to treason. While 
the Republicans of Connecticut are ssserting 
this principle of non-interference by the Federal 
Government with State elections, Senator Mor- 
ton declares that to adopt that principle would 
deluge the South with blood. The Republican 
party of Convecticut declare their hostility to 
any further increase of the paper currency, and 


| insist on the early resumption of specie pay- 


ments; but these *‘ principles” are severely de- 
nounced by such leading statesmen at Washing- 
ton as Logan and Kelley. The Connecticut 
Republicans do not stop here, but insist on a 
reduction of the expenditures at Washington, 
and demand strict economy for the, future, 
measures which the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Secretary of War, and Secretary of the Navy, 
supported by facile majorities in both branches 
of Congress, refuse to entertain. In Conneoti- 
cut, on the eve of the election, the Republican 
party cries aloud for retrenchment, aad in Wash- 
ington it demands increased taxes to meet in- 
creased expenditure. ä 

This platform is patched up to meet the exigen- 
cies of the local campaign. While in the main 
it takes true and manly ground on the questions 
it refers to, it is utterly repudiated by the party 
at Washington, and practically everywhere else. 
The fact is the Republican party has no distino- 
tive principles; it is an organization kept up to 
deciare dividends, and Eldredge, of Wisconsin, 
and Fernando Wood are as good Republicans, for 
all practical dividend purposes, as Butler or 
Starkweather. As between the office-hoiding 
Republicans and the office-holding Democrats, 
on the average, there is not a pin to choose. It 
makes no difference which party carrries the 
Connecticut election. 


VIENNA AND PHILADELPHIA. 

Charles Francis Adams, Jr., bas submitted to 
the Massachusetts Legislature his report as State 
Commissioner to the Vienna Exposition. It is 
valuable not only for its review of the great Aus- 
trian show of 1873, but for ite suggestions 
in regard to the great American show of 1876. 
On his arrival in Vienna he found the condition 
of effairs in the American department dis- 
graceful, ludicrous, and mortifying.” The work 
was no greater than that involved in a consider- 
able country fair, but everybody had blundered 
and everything had been wrongly done. Mr. 
Adams declines to impute blame to anybody, but 
says that it was painfully evident that the mis- 
management had been complete from the begin- 
ning forward.” Austris lost $9,000,000 by the Ex- 
position, but the world gained more than enough 
to balance the account,—which is doubtless a 
sweet boon to the loser. The arrangement of 
the Vienna buildings was bad for comparison, 
but good for display. As the goods of 
each country were exhibited separately, 
they could not easily be contrasted. The 
failure of the Exposition is to be accounted 
for by the lack of time, of skillful subordinates, 
and of visitors. The great crowds that were ex- 
pected never came. The meagre thousands that 
arrived were soon driven away by extortion. 
Reports of this, and fears of cholera, kept away 
the rest, There were not enough citizens to 
sustain the show. No second-rate city can 
maintain an Exposition, for half the visitors 
must be natives, and the otber half must find 
resources of amusement in the city itwelf, out-

brilliant features of the Exposition, the only American 
contributors were two young ladies, respectively from 
New York and Michigan, who sent, the one an Em- 
broidered Picture,” and the other a “Phantom Bou- 
quet.” In Group XXIII, relating to art applied to 
religion, and which included the entire ornamentation 
of all sacred edifices, the American contributions were 
two in number, aud both from New York, the one 
being a “Bronze Lectern,” and the other an “Im- 
proved Burial-Casket.” 


All our States that did suything officially 
about the Exposition acted too late, and most of 
the men they sent there were worse than the 
wares. Our jurymen knew nothing, not even 
the language in which the discussions of the 
juries were conducted. As a whole, our officials 
were a “ motley collection of nondescripte.” 

From this general view of the causes of the 
failure of the Vienna Exposition in general and 
of the American part ot it in particular, Mr. Adams 
deduces the success of the Philadelphia Centen- 
nial, provided that there is instant, systematic 
action by the States, and that there is no job- 
bery. There is no possibility of such State ac- 
tion, and there is an overwhelming possibility of 
jobbery. But, if we get the one and shun the 
other, we are by no means sure of success. This 
same general view shows that an international 
show, to succeed, needs séveral things that 
the City of Brotherly Love cannot supply. 
It deeds «a first-class city, a city rich in 
means of amusement. Philadelphia is not such 
a city; one of her Sundays would drive all the 
foreign visitors mad with ennui. It needs quan- 
tities of money. The Vienna Exposition cost 
612 000,000. Its receipts were bus $3,000,000. 
If we get off as cheaply, where will the Centen- 
nial Commission raise funds to meet the $9,000, - 
000 deficit? It needs Government sid. Indi- 
vidual effort will accomplieh nothing. Foreiga 
Governments will do nothing unless we as a na- 
tion invite them to take part. And this we onght 
not to do, because it will tend to commit us to 
the support of the enterprise,—a support that 
will cost an already-overtaxed people millions, 
It needs Government aid,’ again, because it can 
get foreign goods to show only by remitting the 
duties on them. A country that has just refused 
to allow a few dozen paintings to be exhibited in 
New York under such conditions is not likely to 
grant the far greater favor. It needs fire-proof 
buildings. It needs the power to guarantee ex- 
hibitors from loss. Without such build- 
ings and guarentegs, exhibition involves 
great risk, and s accordingly shunned. 
Philadelphia can give neither of them. 
Finally, an international show, to succeed, needs 
large numbers of visitors. The supply of 
visitors depends upon the absence of any great 
excitement in other parts of the world, upon 
cheapness of access, upon goodness and cheap- 
ness of accommodations, upon the weather, aod 
upon the merite of the show. Itis quite prob- 
able that the European war that is on the cards 
will be at ite height by 1876. It will be very ex- 
pensive for foreigners to go to Philadelphia; 
none of them travel nearly as much as Ameri- 
cans do. Hotel and boarding-house rates there 
during the Exposition will be extravagantly high. 
The city will be hot enough to roaet Shadrach, 
Meshech, and Abednego, and the merits of the 
show itself will probably not be great. TheCen- 
tennial Commission should be warned in time. 
Why not abandon a vain attempt at a world’s 
exposition, and have what is surely more fitting 
as a celebration of a national birthday,—an ex- 
hibition belonging to that nation alone? The 
Commission cannot do what Austria has failed 
todo. If it persists in the attempt, we are likely 
to have u repetition of what Mr. Adams calls 
‘* the national fiasco at Vienna.” 


FRANCE AND GERMANY. 

It is just possible that there may be a second, 
Franco-Prussian war. It would seem, indeed 
that Bismarck, if not Germany, desires it, and is 
bent on forcing it if he can, He is evidently 
looking for a pretext to begin hostilities against 
the neighboring country ; and, so fertile is he in 
pretexts and other resources, that we can see 
no reason why he should not succeed. France, 
spite of the drain of five milliards and the 
reverses of the war, is recuperating. She is 
growing stronger every day, and her continuous 
growth is an ever-iacreasing menace to Ger- 
many. Better strike France down now, thinks 
Bismarck, than to wait till she has grown again 
to be the peer of Germany as a military power. 
80, too, seems to think the Wordeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung, Bismarck’s reputed’ organ, 
although it does not say it in so many words. 
It has discovered a reason for interfering with 
France. The Catholic press and the Catholic 
clergy of France have decried Bismarck’s course 
toward their fellow-Catholics in Germany; and 
this is the casus belli, With the French Govern- 
ment as a Government, they—Bismarck and bis 
organs—seay they have nothing to do; no reason 
to complain of it. But with the French Gov- 
ernment as the satellite or ally of Rome, Ger- 
many has everything todo. Germany is at pres- 
ent the avowed enemy of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Therefore, the friends of Rome are its 
enemies, and in declaring war against Rome it 
must declare war against them. 

While endeavoring, however, to bring on s war 
with France, Germany professes to be most anx- 
ious for peace. She professes to object to the 
course of the French clergy and French Catho- 
lies only en the ground that their course has a 
tendency to disturb the present comparatively 
cordial relations between the two countries, and 
precipitate aconflict. To prevent such an event, 
Germany thinks she had better begin s war her- 
self, and put France, while yet in a state of con- 
valescence, in a position where she will not be 
able to take the offensive; in other words, that 
to discourage so ungodly a thing as a war, it had 
better commence ene now. If France would 
only tell her Bishops to hold their tongues and 
not to whine in so unearthly a fashion ovor 
Bismarck’s treatment of their brother Bishops in 
Germany, be avers he would have no fault to 
find with her; that he would allow her to recover 


from defeat, put her army on any footing she 


wished, and restore her war-material to a better 
éondition than before 1870. It, however, 
she is not willing to bridle the tongues 
of these Apostles of dissension, he must, in the 
interests of civilization and humanity, interfere.

All 
this wealth has heen got by the issue of fraud 
ulent bonds. The State has nothing to show 
for the $23,000,000 increase of the debt since 
1866. The whole sum has been stolen. Nor is 
thie all. The taxes have been freely plundered. 
An appropriation of $700,000 to buy lands for 
the freedmen gave potato-patches to about 
one hundred of them. The appropria- 
tions for schools have been systematicaily 
stolen. This is not so strange in 2 State that 
has 75 legislators, out of a total of 124, who can 
neither read nor write. The situation from the 
taxpayer's standpoint is an utterly gloomy one. 
Property is eaten up by taxation, and yet the 
State cannot meet its bills, There isa tract of 
land in Charleston County which paid for State 
and county tax in 1867, $4.50; in 1968, 68.25; 
in 1869, $26.82 ; in 1870, $39.48 ; in 1872, $41.92. 
This year it is charged with $114.30, although it 
is offered for sale for $600. This is a tax of 19 
per cent on the full value of property. Such 3 
state of affairs is but a prelude to repudiation.
